self to take a trip to Europe. In con- 
sideration of my work for many years 
in this city, the NVhite Star Lino gave 
me a complimentary ticket to Liver- 
pool and return. A deaf-mute lady 
of New York, joined us as we sailed 
from this port on Saturday, the 14th 
of August, in the Britannic. I must 
reserve for some other Occasion the 
details of the wonderful journey 
through which our -heavenly FatheK 
so mercifully guided - "us. After nil 
absence of j list nineteen Week's, We 
leached our native land towards the 
evening ot Christ mas Day, loving, our 
homes, our Country, ana our work 
better than ev. 

We wore much interested in the 
proceedings of the International 
Convention of the Teachers of Deaf 
Mutes, which commenced its sessions' 
in Milan, Italy, ou Monday, the lith 
of September, although we could not 
agree with the resolutions which were 
finally adopted. We believe in the 
Combined Method of teaching deaf- 
mute children, letting all have the 
privileges and the pleasures which 
are connected with our sign-lan- 
guage to be made as perfect as possi- 
ble, and cultivating articulation and 
lip-reading among t) me who evince 
any capacity to make real and lasting 
progress in this department of their 
education. If a deaf miii.e child has 
not strength of character enough to 
advance in articulation and lip-read- 
ing while using the sign language ami 
the manual alphabet at the same t,ini<-, 
it is quite Strong evidence, to my 
mind, that his acquired speech will 
lade from him alter he Leaves his 
teacher* at the inatitution* and goes 
out to mingle with the busy scenes 
of daily life. We want the sigu-lan- 
guage, analgous in itn effects upon 
the minds of the deaf through the 
eyes, to the language of sound reach- 
ing the minds of the hearing through 

is, to pour a flood of light into 
the inner life, to explain facts, to de- 
line the true meaning of English 
words and sentences, wliile ue ,1 
in our power for those wh*> will make 
substantial advances in their efforts 
to speak and to read the lips of 
others. 

We visited twenty-three Institu 
lions for deaf-mutes in Europe. Near- 
ly all the teachers on the Continent 
are in favor of articulation and lip- 
rcading, while many in (3re.il Britain 
prefer the combined method. The 
institutions of Kuropo are small in. 
the number of their , pupils as com 
paired with those of this country. 
While our Btate and General Govern 
meiit provide liberally for the support 
of all deaf mute children, the foreign 
governments are, as yet, doing very 
little in this way. The support of 
European institutions are mostly the 
collections made in churches, and the 
donation's pi individuals. 1 tear that 
many deaf-mute children in Kngland

He emotioned to I hem, us 
deaf-mutes do, to bring a table, a 
tablet and a pencil, and wrote the 
n.arne of ,Tohn Is this not a divine 
suggestion to man that those whom 
deafness has uiude mutes should be 
educated to an understanding of 
writing through the medium of a 
well systemized sign-language ! 
What is the result of the introduc- 
tion of the sign- language into this 
country by the father of our honored 
guest and the subsequent efforts of 
tlie father and son, and of others to 
improve it t The springing up of num- 
erous Institutions of the kind over 
this. broad land aud the rescuing from 
thoir deplorable condition thousands 
of mutes, who would othorwise lead 
a hand-to-mouth life, and go out 
of existence uunotioed aud unknown. 
Indeed the greatness of .the good this 
mission has done, cannot be fathom- 
ed. 

The sign-language is a most excel- 
lent substitute for speech, which our 
Creator has taken from us for a mys- 
terious reason. I, and not I alone, 
believe that the day is not distant 
when, with a few additional modifica- 
tions, it will be so perfect as to en- 
able average mutes to translate signs 
iutq sentences, not ouly grammatical, 
but also idiomatical and logical, in 
the same manner as speeoh is reduc- 
ed to writing.

A noble college is already established 
m \\ ashington for the benefitjof clever 
young mutes seeking the higher 
walks of literature and science. Who 
will not admit the usefulness of the 
sign-language when the facts just men- 
tioned present themselves to his un- 
prejudiced mind 1 

The sign-language conveys ideas 
from one person to another with the 
speed of lighting and at a distance in 
which the voice cannot be distinctly 
heard, brings to light the beauty or sub- 
limity of any subject which lies com- 
paratively hidden in the words employ- 
ed to unfold it, and unveils even to 
the uneducated and deaf Cod's attri- 
butes and the prospect of everlasting 
happiness and glory in the better 
world.

Laii$» and Qantltmanx — I am 
proud of the distinction of being 
chosen to respond to the toast, "The 
Deaf Mute Press*'' It has always 
seemed to me that if any class of peo- 
ple needs a press, specially devoted 
to their interests, it is that class com- 
posed of deaf-mutes. Their peculiar 
ly separate circumstances, which the 
general public cannot appreciate, 
make it imperative that Ihoy should 
possess some easy aud effective way 
of making known their wants, of 
promulgating their opinions upon 
topics affecting their silent brethren, 
and ef learning all the little social in- 
telligences which go to make up lifa 

Nearly every victorious enter 
prise for the public good aud the 
benefit of civilization at large, owes 
its success in great measure to the 
newspaper, and anything that can 
promote the welfare of deaf-mutes, 
must depend upon this medium 
for its successful consummation. 
There is no other instrument 
which exercises so poworful an 
influence for good or evil upon 
existing mankind. It is very impor- 
tant, therefore, that it should be 
characterized by a broad and liberal 
spirit, a free and independent tone, 
a total absence of all un worthy mo- 
tives — in short, that its one object 
should be the public good. The 
mute newspaper necessarily embraces 
a very large though thinly populated 
area, which precludes the pos- 
sibility of engaging and pay- 
ing reporters for each locality u> 
which it is sent; its success in col- 
ng news depends to a great ex- 
tent upon voluntary correspondence. 
Every intelligent mute should feel it 
incumbent on him to lend a helping 
hand in sustaining and prospering 
what in reality is the public moutii- 
piece of his will. 

There is another point, however, 
in which a newspaper should be re- 
garded. It is not ouly a mouth- 
piece, but a guide. The editor 
should form his opinions from a 
broad induction, and should not hesi- 
tate to present what .seems to him 
likely to promote tho advantage of 
those for whom he writes. Win ,i, 
fortunately, he finds agencies at 
work adapted to bring about results 
desirable to attain, he can best sub- 
tervejhis came by giving them full 
publicity, by encouraging and defend- 
ing those who are conducting them 
and by interesting others in lending 
them the aid required. 

To no one man is the public mere 
indebted for indefatigable effort in 
promoting the welfare of educated 
deaf mutes than it is to Rev. Dr. Gal- 
laudet. He is a man whose whole 
heart is bound up in them , a man 
who seeks their education in every re- 
spect, a man whom it is safe to fol- 
low. In lending him its support, 
therefore, the deaf-mute press hon- 
ors itself while honoring him. 

There is one thing about our deaf- 
mute press of which we may truly 
be proud, it is managed by man who 
belong to our class, and is far ahead 
of anything of like character in any 
other country. So may it continue, 
each succeeding year recording new- 
added prosperity and power, always 
on the sale of the just and the true,

Our existing institutions for ^he

racstic life at home will teach them.

You will 
find here a respectable number of 
foreign deaf mutes who became, by 
energy and BkUlfulneBS, r'-peclable 
citizens. They have' cheerfully united 

with their American brethren in this 
banquet, to expreaa their gratitude 

to the Kev. Thomas Callau. 

You will hear a little story with 
Interest, as it will illustrate the social 
position of the deaf and dumb of once 
and now. 

In Poland, suveral hundred years 
ago ruled a King, by name, Miecis- 
law, whose lather was converted to 
Christianity. He had several 

children, and among Ui,. m a deaf and 
dumb boy. He was the oldest of 
them and had naturally tbe right to 
succeed his father on the throne. 
The King felt ashamed of his mute 
boy, and made him go a hundred 
miles away to ■ monastery, because 
he saw him unfit for any intercourse 
with his court. The poor boy was 
actually imprisoned and watched by 
the Monks, but be was allowed to 
wear a heavy golden seal ring con- 
taining royal arms. 

One bitter cold winter day, a poor 

man came to the monastery and beg- 
ged for food and shelter, but he was 
driven away by the Monks without 
any further hearing. He was 
■ by the poor prince in his 
heartrending situation. Touohed by 

that, he gave his royal seal ring, his 
only treasure, to the poor man, and 
gave him by natural signs to under- 
stand (.hut he was deaf and dumb, 
I wished him to sell the ring and 
buy for himself warm clothing 
d food. 

You will imagine the monks are 
pOSSMatd of their live full senses, and 
besides a large library to learn there- 
of what virtue and vice means, 
nevertheless they had by that heart- 
less action proven aH a bad sham to 
their profession. The poor prince 
ha<l but four senses, he could not 

understand a single fable of tho mon- 
astery, he was cast out by his royal 
lather and forgotten by all his re- 
latives; nevertheless he had no passion 
Of halo but had shown n warm heart 

for the suffering man, for he had given 
away to him his seal ring, in the 
belief that it might help him to warm 
clothes and food. 

Ladies and Cenllemen, you have 
Known this story. How do yon like 
it? You are doing well, you are

They are all sovereigns, like their
